It is not surprising that Washington has become famous and is 


known all over the world, because it is the seat of the government of | 


the world’s greatest republic. 

In the little country of Palestine, the town of Magdala will al- 
ways be famous for a stranger reason still. It was the home of a 
prostitute whom Jesus redeemed from sin. How strange it is! 


Imagine the great men of the city enumerating those things | 
It might be | 


which might possibly make their city world-famous. 
the church—or churches—the theaters—the places of amusement, 
the beautiful streets, the wide avenues lined with trees. 


It might be some wonderful park—or the sea front, the 
lake, marvels of architecture, its museums. It might be 
its factories, its industry, its mineral resources, its scenic 
beauty. It might be any one of a hundred things! 


Surely the very last thing that anyone would imagine could 
make a city famous would be the existence in it of one of its in- 
famous women who began anew. 

Here in Magdala began one of the most wonderful romances 
of the New Testament. Consider how lovely it is. 

Mary of Magdala has had a peculiar fascination for Bible stu- 
dents, preachers, artists and poets. 

We know very little about her. Yet her name has music in it, 
and whenever we think of Mary of Magdala we think of a rather 
tall and beautiful woman, upright as a flame, with hair black as 
the raven’s wing, and dark, mysterious eyes. 


Mary, the sister of Martha and Lazarus, had somehow 
fallen away from the paths of decency and was living the 
life of a prostitute in Magdala. 

For some reason, which we shall never know, she had 
become one of those women who gave away the body without 
giving the soul—whom women despise and men desire and 
defame. 


Now a certain Pharisee of Magdala called Simon had invited 
Jesus to dinner—not because he was especially friendly with Jesus, 
but because, being the head of the Jewish community in the place, 
he was expected to invite any visiting Rabbi to his house. 


On this occasion, some customary ceremonies were omitted, and | 


perhaps we can understand why such studied discourtesy should 

have been offered Jesus. Possibly Simon had heard that Jesus

There was no servant on the verandah 
to receive Him, to remove His sandals, bathe His feet, and show 
Him into the first room in which His host would greet Him with 
a kiss of ‘hospitality. In the case of Jesus, this was not done. 


Without these courtesies, Jesus took His place at one of the 
couches at an angle with the table, expecting the further courtesy 
of scented: oil poured on His head. But this, too, was omitted. 
Bronzed servants were bringing in choice dishes, setting the table, 
and completing the preparations for the meal. The dining room, 
we may imagine, was partly curtained between the pillars, and 
lamps were hanging from the ceiling, or standing in lamp stands, 
with naked flames flickering in the evening breeze. 

Consequently, shadows were moving continually in the room, 
so that one would move behind the pillars and scarcely be noticed. 

Vivacious chatter was rippling along the table, here and there 
a brittle laugh, when an unexpected and embarrassing incident 
occurred. 

Evidently Christ had been followed in the street by a woman. 
Like a moonbeam she glided from pillar to pillar and the servants 
did not see her, nor did any of the guests.

Twin Boys 


Rare Blood Change 


By KATHERINE BARNWELL 


Constitution Science Writer 
Four-day-old twin boys were reported in “good” condi- 
tion at Henrietta Egleston Hospital yesterday after a dra- 
matic 72-hour operation in which their Rh-positive blood 
was drained from their tiny bodies and replaced with Rh, 


negative blood. 

Doctors said they believed it was 
the first time twin “Rh babies” had 
undergone + replacement’ 
sions in Georgia. 

The babies, sons of Mr, and Mrs. 
W. L. Groover, of Lanett, Ala., 
were victims of erythroblastosis 
fetalis—an often fatal blood dis- 
ease which may result in a child 
whose mothér’s blood has the mys- 
terious Rh factor and whose fa- 


ther’s blood does not have it. 
The Groover infants, still un- 
named, were born by Caesarian

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Atlanta's Fiscal Problem 


The City’s financial crisis which Coun- 
cil now has moved to meet, temporarily, 
is part of a pattern that has affected Ful- 
ton County, the State of Georgia and the 
Federal Government as well. 

Nearly every other sizable city has 
similar, or worsé, problems. Atlanta tax- 


payers are fortunate that State law re- ° 


quires the budget to be balanced. Council 
has faced up to the task with expedients 
which, while they may not be universally 
desirable, at least are acceptable under 
the circumstances. 

We’d like for Council to take the ad- 
vice of Ald. Ed A. Gilliam and do a thor- 
ough job of renovating the City’s tax 
Structure in the light of growing needs. 
Obviously something is going to have to 
be done in thé future to assure the City’s 
solvency or financial soundness. The great 
trouble is, however, the Federal Govern- 
ment and the State, and the former is by 
far the gravest offender, have preempted 
s0 many taxation sources that the City 
is left in a dilemma.

services from all governments. Atlanta is 
in a doubly precarious position because it 
is called upon to supply services for areas 
which refuse to come into the City but in- 
sist upon all its advantages. Somebody has 
got to do the paying. 

Government cost the country $60,000,- 
000,000 last year, about 27 percent of the 
national income. This year the cost is go- 
ing higher because nearly all States and 
local governments have increased taxa- 
tion. Income likely won’t be so high as 
last year,, bringing up the proportionate 
cost of government. 

The big need is to distribute the costs 
more evenly. It is relatively easy to tax 
the property owner, the automobile owner 
and salaried people in the moderate and 
higher brackets. But a great many people, 
in Atlanta as in the rest of Georgia, pay 
no direct taxes at all, and their votes are 
just as demanding as are the votes of those 
who do pay. That is the fundamental prob- 
lem governments, and taxpayers, are one 
day going to have to quit kicking under 
the rug.

“It is history that teaches us to hope.” 
I ran across that line in the writings of Gen. 
_ Robert E. Lee, whom I assume still to be well 
thought of in these parts. The full statement, made in the depths of 
the dark reconstruction hours, was this: 

“My experience of men has neither disposed me to think worse 
of them, nor indisposed me to serve them; nor in spite of failures 
which I lament, of errors which I now see and acknowledge, or of 
the present aspect of affairs, do I despair of the future. 

“he truth is this: The march of Providence is so slow and our 

esires so impatient; the work of progress is so immense. and our 
means of aiding it so feeble; the life of humanity is so long, and 
that of the individual so brief, that we often see only the ebb of the 
advancing wave, and are thus discouraged. 

“It is history that teaches us to hope.” 

To me that is one of the wisest statements from any of our 
great men. Made by General Lee at a time when defeat lay heavy 
on his land and heart; when the radical Republican Congress was 
seeking to bring about his arrest and even his execution, when all 
about him was poverty and grief, it is remarkable that he thought 
along those lines and with such dispassionate clarity. 

Today It is a habit with us always to heed the Jeremiahs and 

the prophets of gloom. It is popular with some today to 
denounce the Government as the enemy of the nation. It has been 
true in all generations that we have had the viewers with alarm 
and the deplorers of their time. There are very few Lees. 


I was reading the other night of those dark days when the 
British were occupying a part of our country in the War of 1812, 
and when Andrew Jackson was at New Orleans awaiting the attack 
there. New England was screaming for peace at any price. New 
England, led by Massachusetts, was demanding the Government, 
which it charged with being weak and unsure, let the British have 
what territory they wanted. A delegation was sent to the Congress. 
It arrived just in time to hear of Jackson’s astonishing victory at 
New Orleans and to have, therefore, the ground cut from beneath it. 
Had he lost, we would almost certainly have made a humiliating 
peace because of the fearful calamity howlers of the time. 

The nation learned much of Jackson’s strength in those ,years. 
Not without reason was he called “Old Hickory.”

Change Our nation is changing. Much of the change dismays

‘The Political State of the Nation

WASHINGTON—Before leaving on his recent vacation trip to Key West, President Truman was 
nee a 7,000-word written report on the “political state of the nation” te be perused by him at his 


eisure while away from Washington. 

Prepared by a veteran political scout and 
party worker, the report, in substance, advises 
Mr. Truman that he has nothing to worry about 
in the congressional elections of next year, pro- 
vided he is able to avoid any “major mistakes” 
in the meantime. 

It was presented to the President just before 
he left by Capt. Victor Hunt Harding, who has 
served as Executive Secretary of the Democratic 
Congressional Campaign Committee for the past 
12 years and who is regarded as one of the 
keenest political analysts in the Party organiza- 
tion in Washington. Harding based his findings 
on a 9,000-mile “political reconnaissance tour” he 


his survey to the average man, 

who in the aggregate always controls elections. 
He started the trip just before Congress ad- 
and completed it just prior to the recent 
ovember off-year elections. He purposely held 
up his report until after the elections in order 
to check his findings against the actual results. 
Most every contest panned out about as he had it. 
What he reported to the President was this: 
“Party spirit is high. Public is friendly. Only 
major mistakes can prevent a substantial Demo- 


' cratic majority in the Congress to be elected 
in 1950." 


As to what the country generally thinks of 
S. Truman, Harding put it this way: “The 


man on the street likes him; feels that he knows 
the President, and that the President is on his 
side. The President has no fanatical following; 
neither has he violent enemies.” 

Much of the Democratic strength, he believes, 
may be attributed to the prosperous state of the 
national economy. He found business conditions 
in general to be good, except in areas affected 
by the recent coal and steel strikes. It is an 
old axiom of politics that the party in power is 
never defeated in times of great prosperity:

The Tax Outlook Is Confusing 


W ASHINGTON—tThe present status of tax policy is another 
good example of the Truman Administration’s increasing tendency 
to take the comfortable road. Some weeks ago, the President him- 
self told his press conference that he would ask Congress for sub- 
stantial tax increases, in order to cover part of the expected Fed- 
eral deficit. Forward estimates of-the deficit are currently float- 
ing around $6,000,000,000. Yet it now appears quite probable that 
no drastic tax rises will be proposed after all. 

To be sure, President Truman’s decision on this important 
aspect of his 1950 program is yet to be made. Before leaving for 
Key West, he asked both the Treasury and the Council of Eco- 


‘nomic Advisers to prepare memoranda on tax policy for his use 


while on holiday. The final verdict will be given after these mem- 
oranda have been digested, when the President goes to work in 
earnest on his budget message. 


Meanwhile, however, it is already pretty appar- 
Agreement ent that the. President will have to reverse his 
advisers, if he keeps to his press conference promise to demand a 
heavy tax increase. It is very rare indeed for Secretary of the 
Treasury John Snyder and the present senior member pf the Eco- 
nomic Advisory Council, Leon Keyserling, to agree on any subject. 
But the signs suggest they do agree for once (although for very 
different reasons) that important new taxes are undesirable at 
this time. ' 

As between these two men, Snyder’s position is the least certain. 
Within the Treasury staff, there are two fairly well-marked schools 
of thought. One school favors early budget balancing by raising 
taxes if need be. The other places its main emphasis on the dis- 
couragement of further taxes to the business community. 


Snyder himself has always been intensely hesitant to do any- 
thing that displeases the businessmen. Those who should know 
accordingly assert that he strongly inclines toward the second 
Treasury school, opposing immediate heavy tax rises. And this, 
of course, fits neatly with his recent surprise testimony, depre- 
ciating the sterner sort of budget balancing, and defending deficit 


_ financing as healthy at certain times. 


Income As for the position of the Economic Advisory Council, 

the theory that prevails there is familiar. In brief, 
Keyserling and his colleagues assert that the budget should be 
balanced, not by increases in taxes, but by increases in the na- 
tional income, which will be automatically reflected in larger tax 
yields from existing taxes. Tax rises at this time will be de- 
flationary, and will therefore impede the expansion of the national 
product and ce they are to be avoided. 

Of course, even if the Treasury and the Economic Advisory 
Council give the indicated adyice, and even if the President ac- 
cepts this advice, some changes in tax rates may well be proposed. 
The question is, not whether taxes will be. raised, but whether 
they will be raised enough to make much difference in the size of 
the projected Federal deficits The latter is the real point presently 
in dispute. 

On the formar point, it should be remembered that the Eco- 
nomic Advisory Council last year urged selective removal of certain 
of the wartime excise taxes. The Treasury then successfully op- 
posed this project. This year, however, removal of some at least 
of the excise taxes appears fairly probable. If this is decided upon, 
the President will almost certainly wish to impose other levies con- 
siderably more than compensating for the loss of excisé revenue. 
Gifts and inheritance taxes and the corporation tax are the most 
likely sources.

As 
President of the National Peanut Council he 
knows more about peanuts, probably, than any- 
body. He keeps a bow! of peanuts on his desk. 
He spreads his bread with peanut butter, which 
he insists does not, either, stick to the roof of 
his mouth. The draperies on his windows are 
made of peanut protein fiber. And if Mrs. Seals 
ever fried a chicken in anything but peanut oil 
he’d probably divorce her. I mean he’s an ex- 
pert on peanuts. | 

The British figured back in 1947 they’d spend 
nearly $100,000,000 planting 3,210,000 loamy Afri- 
ean acres in peanuts and thereby would get so 
much peanut oil in five years they wouldn’t have 
any fats and oils shortage.

It was pleasing argu- 
ment that the prosperity of the 
factories brought markets to 
the non-manufacturing section, 
and therefore served the whole 
people. When factories operated, 
they bought the raw products 
—and everybody was therefore 
made prosperous. 


Does anybody today remem- 
ber when there was ever .a 
party which opposed the sys- 
tem of paternal betterment? 
Democrats who half a century 
ago discredited protection as a 
crime, today demand crop con- 
trol, parity for overproduction, 
compensation for crop faildre, 
wage payment for men who 
prefer not to work except at 
fancy wages—and that is the 
national trend.

Each ghastly report of a sex crime in- 
) volving a child brings its own fearful tide 
of mail asking, “What can we do?” 


Each story renews the demands for mental hygiene 
clinics to be dotted all over America, to weed out in early 
childhood the abnormal and twisted mentalities that grow 
to be insidious perverted criminals, and the demands for 
psychiatric care and closer policing of suspicious person- 
alities flame high. 

There must be precautions families can take beside the ordinary 
ones of warning little girls and boys against strangers, and one 
woman, who signed herself “Grandmother,” has written a passion- 
ate appeal to mothers to strengthen their protection. 

“Can it be possible for tiny baby girls to be snatched from 
soe white cribs and violently attacked? Yes, it seems 

at it can. 


“Where is the ‘mother love’ that will put a sleeping babe 
so far from her that she cannot hear its pathetic wails? 


“Where is the ‘mother love’ that will leave doors and windows 
unbarred, day or night, and then lie down and sleep? 

“Where is the ‘mother love’ that will leave a precious little 
baby girl or boy in an automobile alone, helpless in the hands 
of a maniac? 

“‘Mother love’ takes flight when little girls or boys are al- 
lowed to wander about neighborhoods alone and defenseless, 
and at the mercy of these violent attacks. Forewarned should 
certainly be forearmed. The first recent attack should never 
have happened, because through the Associated Press the warn- 
ing went out, and the mothers were alerted. 

“Did they heed? Definitely not. Close on its heels came 
another, and another, all, each one could have been averted. 

“The shame and disgrace of a criminal should rest upon the 
heads and hearts of those to blame .. . criminal negligence in 
every case. i

The art of sewing a fine seam today is within the realm 
of anyone with enough “9. . be : 
sense to plug in a wall on ee 
socket. Reams of ruffles 
glide smoothly off at the 
flick of a switch. Hem- 
stitching is as simple as 
basting aseam. Applique is 
as painstaking as drinking 
a glass of water. 

But that ol’ debbil darn 
ing was still around to plague 
the daylight of brief breath- 
ers from daily chores. 

Was, that is, until the new 
Portman Compac sewing ma- 
chine came along to remove the 
last kink from your smooth-run- 
ning household routine. It darns, 
too. 

The things you will notice quickly (and gleefully) about this 
new sewing machine are its size and weight, practically lapsize and 
only 14 pounds in weight. It comes in a case about the size of 
an average overnight bag, so that you need never be without it— 
even for a moment. 

The secret of its success lies in the L-shaped lower arm, 
over which you can slip tubular objects, such as socks, stock- 
ings, pants legs or sleeves for darning or patching. It sews 
backward, forward or from side to side, so that it is never 
necessary to change the position of the garment once you 
have placed it on the arm. 

The motor is completely inclosed in the machine so that you 
never have to worry about getting grease spots on fine fabrics. 


Then there is a floating press- 
er foot that enables you to sew 
over various thicknesses of ma- 
terials with the usual adjust- 
ments, or skim blithely over 
pins for basting purposes. 

The right and left-fHiand zip- 
per foot which slips easily to 
either side of a zipper allows 
you to sew right up to the edge 
of the zipper and is also sim- 
plifies sewing cording in dra- 
peries or slipcovers. 

Hemming and sewing on lace, 
rick-rack or any other type of 
trimming turns smoothly into 
one operation with the narrow 
hemmer and to apply a bias 
edge to the neckline or sleeves 
of a dress, you simply feed the 
desired length and width into 
the bias cut binder and the en- 
tire matter is well taken care of. 

This new machine, which is

Both the 
Governor and Moye expressed ap- 
proval of the plan for a State park. 

“I am very much in sympathy 
with these plans,” said Gov. Tal- 
madge. “The Allatoona area has 
immeasurable recreational oppor- 
tunities.” 

In approving the plans, Moye 
said it would be necessary for the 
Legislature to appropriate the 
money for such a park. He and his 
assistants have arranged to tour 
the area next Thursday to fix 
definite estimates of costs. But, in 
advance of that tour, he tentative- 
ly suggested that it might take 
$500,000 to start the project. 

“Since present Parks 
ment funds provide only for 
maintenance and operation,” Moye 
explained, “it will be necessary to 
have a new appropriation for this 
project.” 

Having obtained the support of 
the Governor and the Parks Di- 
rector, members of the delegation 
said they would contact members 
of the Legislature with the idea 
of obtaining the desired appropria- 
tion from the next session of that 
body. 

Meanwhile, Jackson, speaking at 
a luncheon meeting of the Georgia 
Engineering Society, briefly ex-| 
plained Federal policy in reference 
to recreational development on the. 
Allatoona Reservation. At present, | 
he said, the Corps of Engineers'| 
has only $397,000 to finance this’ 
development and he said that fu-, 
ture expenditures would depend' 
on the extent of the co-operation 
from both State and local bodies. 
For detailed information on the 
plans for this development Jack- 
son referred to the Master Plan 
already approved in Washington. 

This Master Plan provides that 
the 2,000-acre area on the south 
side of the Etowah River, known 
as the Red Top Mountain Penin- 
sula, be set aside as a State Park 
for white people. This is the proj- 
ect the delegation discussed yes- 
terday with Governor Talmadge 
and Moye 

This peninsula, capped by Red) 
Top Mountain, 1062-feet high, is 
a short distance up from the site.

This 
area contains from 800 to 1,000 
acres and, the engineers say, is 
another ideal spot for a State Park. 


For both of these proposed 
parks, the Corps of Engineers 


plans to build access roads from 
the South, via Acworth. For the @ 


Red Top Park, it is building a 


bridge across Allatoona Creek at 


Bethany Hill to enable people 
from Northwest Georgia to obtain 
easy access to this site. 

Jackson said the Federal Gov- 
ernment itself will develop the 
sites immediately adjacent to both 
ends of the dam. But the develop- 
ment of other parts of the reservoir 
area, he continued, will depend 
on how the public uses the various 
areas set aside for it. 

Jackson said the proposed sites 
for vacation cabins are in the 
Stamp Creek area, about 15 miles 
upstream from the site of the dam. 
But he said that lease of these 
sites will depend on the popularity 
of the public areas of the reser- 
voir. If the public usage demand 
is great, he said, it is possible the, 
demand may take up all the areas’ 
in the reservoir.
